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CABBAGE 


Best Early, Second Early and Late Cabbage 
Listed Approximately in Order of Maturity 


Improved Extra Early Round (70 days) 


This new cabbage is very early, heads are solid, 
weight from 4 to 6 lbs. It is one of the earliest Round 
Cabbage, and will stand long after being ready to cut 
without splitting. Give it a trial for your first early crop.

Copenhagen Late (80 days) 


A quality variety with round heads averaging about 
8 lbs..in weight. They are very solid and have a smail 
core. The plants are short-stemmed, the heads being: pro- 
duced almost on the surface of the ground, its sturdy 
growth is conspicuous. The heads show no tendency to 
burst open, but remain fresh and firm for a long time. 
If the harvest is delayed, the heads will increase in 
weight. A most productive variety, attractive, and 
always tightly folded. This strain is one of the most 
popular Copenhagen for early Kraut Cabbage.

Glory, New Strain (75 days) 


This is what you have been looking for. A second 
early, sure-heading variety of large, solid heads. A com- 
pact grower allowing close planting. Especially desir- 
able for market growers to set out in July after the 
early spring crops are harvested. This strain of Glory 
is a very heavy yielder, customers often reporting yields 
of 30 tons to the acre, and is one of the most popular 
cabbage used for Kraut making in N. Y. State.

Early Kraut, Yellows Resistant (75 days) 


This variety is comparatively of recent introduc- 
tion, but it already holds a foremost position in the class 
of Midseason Yellows Resistant varieties. Thus among 
growers of Cabbage for Kraut, it is regarded as the 
very best produced, because its principal qualities are so 
highly developed. In matter of yield, it approaches 30 
tons per acre—in a normal season. It is yellows resistant 
to the extent of 95 to 100 per cent. The head is typically 
ball-shaped and covered by only two overlapping green 
leaves. The interior is very tight and solid, making the 
heads average a weight of 6 pounds. The overlapping 
surface leaves do not break readily, nor does the head 
burst easily. The foliage is dark green. The stem is 
fairly short, thus about 4 inches in height.

Marion, Market (Yellow Resistant) (75 days) 


Is a strain of Copenhagen Market. Larger and 
coarser in plant, it has the round head and crisp tender- 
ness of the parent cabbage. Will produce a normal crop 
on Yellows infected soil where non-resistant strains fail.

Wisconsin All Seasons, Yellows Resistant 
(95 days) 


Very valuable as a substitute for the regular All 
Seasons in localities infested with the destructive dis- 
ease known as “Cabbage Yellows.” Chiefly used for 
Kraut; also valuable for winter keeping. Heads large; 
commonly 10-12 in. across, 8 in. deep and weigh 9-10 lbs.

Klitgord’s Selected Danish Ballhead 
(100 days) 


This name stands for the strain of Danish Ballhead, 
Short Stem, originated in Northern New York State 
many years ago. It is a very select strain, developed with 
great care and understanding, and through continuous, 
careful selection of stock-plants, the original type has 
been kept true from year to year. The type is an ideal 
one and its characteristics are markedly uniform. The 
stem is short and the leaves are bluish-green. The head 
is large, perfectly ball-shaped, and covered with only 
two or three green surface leaves. The interior is ex- 
eceptionally firm and solid. The maturity is about 100 
days from date of transplanting. In seasons with normal 
rainfall, the heads average 6-7 pounds, and the total 
yield approximates 30 tons per acre. There exists no 
finer strain of Ballhead Cabbage for either Storage or 


Kraut.

Cornell 19 


Developed and introduced by New York State Col- 
lege at Ithaca and described as a cross between Golden 
Self Blanching and Utah. It is an early, easy blanching 
strain of outstanding fine quality. Commonly 10% to 11 
inches to joint with an over-all height of 24 inches. 
Hearts are long and full. Stems thick, rounded and of 
smooth texture. It combines the high quality of the 
Utah with the self-blanching characteristics of the 
Golden Self Blanching. It is early; ne gn TS in pe 
resistant to Fusarium yellows.

Cornell 6 


Developed from the same cross as Cornell 19 and 
has somewhat similar characteristics. Cornell 6 is re- 
sistant to Fusarium yellows; is a week to 10 days earlier - 
than 19 and has thicker, smoother, but somewhat 
shorter leaf stalks. It blanches with an attractive waxy 
sheen; it makes a heavier growth, has a fuller heart, 
but is made up of slightly fewer leaves than Cornell 19. 
Cornell 6 blanches in a shorter time than 19.
